DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 VSC § 102 

1 . The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can be found 
in a prior Office action. 

2. Claims 25,31, 33-39, 45 and 46 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 02(b) as being clearly 
anticipated by Wilcox (US 2,799,347) (see figures 1-3 and column 2, line 49 through column 3, 

i 

line 6). 

As for claims 34, 36 and 45, see column 1, lines 23-24. 

Contrary to applicant's argument, duct 26 and unnumbered duct that extends from 
chamber 22 to the interior of sleeve 19 below slide valve 21 constitute a "plurality of flowlines" 
as recited. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-9, 12-16, 18-24 are allowed. 

4. Claims 26-30 and 40-44 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims.
